DECREASE IN CRIME 
SHOWN IN REPORT 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—(4)— 
A decrease in all classes of crime, 
save murder, was recorded for March 
as compared with February in a. bul- 
letin published today by the bureau 
of investigation of the justice depart- 
ment, 

The bulletin ‘was released without 
change despite criticism of it by the 
Wickersham commission in its report 
Monday on criminal statistics as con- 
taining “a number of weaknesses 
which should impose a more cautious 
promulgation” of the figures published 
by the bureau. | 
Based upon returns from more than 


1.000 cities, containing over a third of 
the country’s population, the bureau 
estimate said the average number of 
crimes committed each day had de- 
creased by approximately 115. 

The number of murders reported, 
however, increased by more than one 
a day, or 37 during the month. The 
total number of murders reported 
was 257. 

Chicago, with 20 murders and 14 
cases of manslaughter by negligence, 
topped the lists of reporting cities, 
following by Philadelphia with 11 
murders and 30 cases of manslaughter 
by negligence. 

The largest number of all classes 
of crime was reported from Los An- 
geles, with a total of 2,685. The nine 
other cities which reported more than 
1,000 crimes during the month were 
Detroit, 2,067: Cleveland, 1,753; San 
Francisco, 1,626; St. Louis, 1,462; 
Philadelphia, 1,275; Washington, 
1,230: Newark, 1.175; Houston, 1,073, 
and Boston, 1,005. No totals were 
submitted either by’ New York. or 
Chicago.

mits ‘were issued’ at 20 reporting cities 
of the district increased in March. 
Residential contracts increased 49 per 
cent over those for February. Per- 
mits at the 2 reporting cities in 
March increased 27.3 per cent over 
the February. total and were larger 
by 53.2 per cent than for the low 
month of December. Five cities re- 
ported larger figures than for March 
a year ago, the review shows. Thir- 
teen of the 20 reporting cities showed 
increase over February.

Favorable Cottonseed Status. 


Although a further seasonal decline 
in activity of cotton seed oil mills in 
this district was reported for March, 
compared with earlier months of the 
season, cumulative figures for the 
eight uaonths of the season, August 
through March, show that a larger 
quantity of cotton seed was received 
and crushed by these mills than dur- 
ing that part of the previous season. 
For the country as a whole, produc- 
tion of cake and meal was greater.

ROOSEVELT AND WALKER. 

The promptness and justice with 
which Governor Roosevelt has dis- 
missed the alleged charges of of- 
ficial misfeasances filed against 
Mayor Walker, of New York city, 
by a self-elected ‘“‘committee on 
civil affairs,” will meet the approval 
of fair-spirited people in New York 
and over the country. 

New York city is the nation’s 
chief metropolis and generally 
looked upon to exhibit in its man- 
ners of life and its civic conduct 
the best of American character. It 


is perfectly legitimate, therefore, for;

MRS. JOHN B. GORDON. 

At the fully ripened age of 93 
years the messenger of the higher 
life has taken from earth the widow 


‘of John B. Gordon, great soldier, 


senator and governor of Georgia, 
whose name and fame she shared 
in the affections of his people. 
Mrs. Gordon was a noble exem- 
plar of all those graces, qualities of 
character, and fidelities of conduct 
that the world has long associated 
with illustrative southern woman- 
hood. From her marriage at the 
age of 17 to her youthful lover she 


| became his almost inseparable com- 


panion, whether on raging battle 
fronts, in the heat of violent polit- 
ical campaigns, or in the staid rou- 
tine of senate or ‘state executive 
service. 

Wherever Mrs. Gordon was 
known she enjoyéd the admiration 
and honor of those about her. Here 
in Georgia her home. -life was 
ideal, in the high official circles of 
the national capital her charm, 
vivacity and dignity combined to 
make her a distinguished favorite, 
and over the Union her constant 
companionship with her famous 
husband was noted as exceptional 
and beautiful. 

Her passing will cause grief in 
untold thousands of hearts and the 
lingering soldiers of Gordon will 
Shed tears over her going ahead of 
them to rest with him “under the 
shade of the trees 
river.” 


THE COUNTY ROAD BONDS. 

A few days ago The Constitu- 
tion commented adversely upon 
the reported project to have the 
general assembly enact a mandate 
upon the state highway board to 
apply some $2,000,000 of its funds 
yearly for ten years to retire its 
certificates of indebtedness given to 
the counties for advances of road 
funds in the past. 

Notwithstanding the _ express 
terms upon which those certificates 
were issued, providing that they 
Shall not be retired until the high- 
way system shall have been com- 
pleted, one can sympathize with the 
Stress now upon them to pay in- 
terest and principal upon the bonds 
they issued in their enthusiasm to 
expedite the building of hard roads 
in their areas. But their stress 
should not be transferred to the 
highway board and serve to cripple 
the readjusted ability of that body 
to push the entire state system to 
the earliest completion. 

There is another way in which 
the burdened counties can find re- 
lief. In Indiana, Ohio and other 
States, where divisions of the state 
gasoline taxes have been allocated 
to the counties for road purposes, 
it has been adjudged that-a coun- 
ty’s share can be lawfully applied 
to the retirement of its road bonds 
or debts. That is lawfully applying 
the funds to “road purposes.” 

Here in Georgia one cent per gal- 
lon of gasoline taxes is turned over 
to the counties annually. The 


"amount is figured around $2,500,- 
(000 a year. 


No one believes for a 
moment that such sum total is spent 
each year by the counties upon their 
roads. The county authorities are 
under no supervision or restriction 
in the use of those funds,  There- 
fore it is perfectly competent for 
the taxpayers of the county to de- 
mand that the money be used to 
retire their road bonds, interest and 
principal. 

On a reasonable calculation all 
county road bonds would then be 
paid off and canceled in-less than 
ten years.

Japanese oe 
Passion Play.

been startled by reports from Japan. 


that a dramatic version of the*Go 
story has been prodneed on the Jap- 
anese stage. e title of the drama 
is “The Christ” and the particular sig- 
nificance of the Japanese version lies 
in the fact that it is. played 
Christian players in a no 
land. bore Na, ee 
So great has been the success in 
Tokyo that four road companies are 
touring the Japanese provinces. An. 
invitation has n sent by the Brit- 
ish Theater Guild to bring the original 
company and their chief and 
playwright, Koryoko Sato to London. 
Sato, while a student in Germany, 
witnessed the famous Passion play 
at Oberammergau, where he acted as 
critic for Japanese papers. His chief 
criticism of that production was that 
the Christ was too weak and effemi- 
nate, too much of an opportunist who 
cased more for individuals than for 
humanity at large—and that the Ba- 
varian conception totally lacked sug- 
gestion of power in the chief charac- 
ter. He felt the German play lacked 
firmness, dignity and pride and it was 
not conceived in the spirit of the story 
as told in the New Testament. Eng- 
lish critics in Tokyo have cabled to 
Loridon that Sato’s conception of the 
Saviour comes nearest the illustration 
of a god in human form that has ever 
been attempted in the Christian world. 
The Christ role is being played in 
Tokyo by Sawada, one of the leading 
tragedians of Japan. He and the 
rest of the male characters are cos- 
tumed after the figures of Leonardo 
de Vinci’s “Last Supper,” and every 
endeavor has been made to have the 
scenery historically perfect. The au- 
thor visited Jerusalem and other near 
eastern cities for models of rooms and 
houses and for general atmosphere. 


Of the Apostles, those said to show 
the greatest changes in character dur- 
ing *he five acts of the play are Mat- 
thew, Peter and Judas. Judas is rep- 
resented as a congenital criminal, of 
whose psychology the Saviour was at 
all times conscious. Mary Magdalene 
is sadd to show a greater change than 
in any previously accepted theory. She 
turns from a luxurious wanton to a 
woman of intense spirituality. . 

On the other hand, Mary, the moth- 
er of Christ, is entirely unconvention- 
al and very far from the conception 
the western world has had of her dur- 
ing the centuries. She is shown as a 
middle-aged woman, proud of her son’s. 
work, but utterly unable to understand 
its significance to the world. Quar- 
relsome and nagging she rules her hus- 
band, Joseph, with a rod of iron, 
while her motherly love is constantly 
urging her to dissuade her son from 
exposing himself to danger. 

One of ‘the Tokyo critics writes, in 
substance, as follows of the realism 
of Sato: 

Peter’s three-fold denial, his pen- 
itence. Judas’ sullen guile, his cring- 
ing seryility concealing his criminal 
intent are, with the possible exception 
of the Crucifixion, the most superla- 
tively realistie strokes in all the act- 
ing. Realistic also is the scene of 
the soldiers who kick Christ and lash 
him, when out of the crowd there 
comes a giant Jewish peasant, who 
threatens to beat up the whole legion 
unless they stop. \The soldiers pause 
long enough to say to the peasant, 
“Why! He’s only a common criminal, 
so mind your own business.” “This 
makes the peasant even more angry 
and he replies; “That may be, but 
he is human.” 

Such is the Japanese interpretation 
of the incident of Simon the Cyrenian, 
who, according to the Gospel, carried 
the cross for the Christ falling under 
its load. With these simple but dra- 
matic words of a peasant ringing 
through the theater, the play comes to 
an end.

It is estimated that several million 
dollars a year could be saved to the 
taxpayers of the ‘state by a sensible 
plan of county consolidation whereby 
the number of counties in the state 
would be reduced by one-half.

GOOD MORNING, KVERYBODY : 

There appears to be some sinister 
rumors going the rounds these days. 
Just how well justified they are I 
would not presume to say; but nev- 
ertheless, there are comments here and 
there: which cannot be overlooked in 
the world of radio gossip... Maybe you 
have heard some of them yourself; 
or, if not, perhaps you have some be- 
liefs on the subject- to which they 
refer. 


These rumors would indicate 
that those uttering them are of 
the opinion that radio's pre- 
eminent entertainers are “slip- 
ping.” I refer, of course, to Amos 
'n’ Andy; and within the last few 
days I have heard several bits of 
conunent which does not compare 
favorably with the former com 
pliments that tinkled day by day 
for this well-knewn pair. 


DO YOU THINK that Amos ’n’ 
Andy’s nightly programs are as 
sprightly and genuinely entertaining 
as they formerly were? ... In a bar- 
bershop yesterday I heard a customer 
complaining rather bitterly that 
“Aros ’n’ Andy ain’t what they used 
to be!” He went on to support his 
theory, citing what I interpreted as 
an alleged stagnation of the dialogs 
of late. 


On a street car Wednesday, 
two other listeners apparently 
were discussing the same _ sub- 
ject. “They’re letting things 
slide, it seems to me,” one of the 
men on the long front seat ex- 
plained. “It used to be that there 
was a good bit of interesting 
stuff every night, and there was 
always something doing; but late- 
ly there’s- been no pep the 
program at all.” 


HIS COMPANION didn’t like the 
idea of so much time being given to 
Ruby Taylor’s illness. “Th bet. a 
dglar,” this man offered, “that Amos 
n’ Andy” are going to pull the same 
stunt with Ruby Taylor that’ Sid 
Smith, the cartoonist, pulled with 
Mary Gold—Tom Carr’s sweetheart, 
you know.” 

“T don’t remember,” the other said. 

“Well, Sid Smith let Mary Gold die 
—which was something unprecedented 
in comic strips; and the public howl- 
ed. I don’t think my wife ever has 
been the same since; and certainly, 
from the run of the story, Tom Carr 
seems to be an extraneous object in 
the Andy Gump cartoon. Sid “age: 
can’t do anything with him how.. 


There may be something to 
what the man said regarding the 
Ruby Taylor character in Amos 
‘n’ Andy skit. Perhaps Amos 
’n’ Andy are getting ready to let 
her die out of existence in their 
nightly dialogs. .. And per- 
haps it would be just as well, al- 
though it would fall far short, to 
hundreds of thousands of listen- 
ers, of the intended dramatic 
climax. 


HERETOFORE there has been no 
criticism of the Amos ‘n’ Andy  pro- 
grams. Their great popularity is suf- 
ficient testimony there. But often- 
times the weakest parts of the boys’ 
dialogs have been those in which 
Amos, lovesick for his faithful Ruby; 
or Andy, head-over-heels enamored of 
Madame Queen, has gone just a lit- 
tle bit far into the mush and syrup 
for listeners, 


In other words, this has been 
due simply to the brilliant act- 
ing ability of the pair. Their 
dialog is just so natura] to the 
southern negro speech that, when 
they become involved in their 
affaires d’amour—with its conse- 
quent sweet talk (this “honey” 
and “sugar” business!) that it 
is not quite within the realm of 
humorous entertainment. It has 
a tendency to become disgust- 


ing. 


IN THIS NATURALISTIC dis- 
play of affection, Amos has been the 
chief offender—if that term may be 
applied. Amos is just such a bril- 
liant actor that when he goes in for 
lovelorn or smitten parts it literally 
exudes genuine love-making. .. . 
There have been nights when, in a 
fit of love-sickness, Amos’ declaration 
of love for his Ruby have approached 
those of Romeo for Juliet. And, 
considering the character he. portrays 


| so splendidly, this is jumping from the 


ridiculous to the sublime in too quick 
a hop.
